Marshall Richardson and F. Cumber- 
land, two of the three men who broke in 
two an excursion train from Pen Mar on 
last Thursday evening near the Horse 
Shoe Bend^ were arrested Monday after- 
noon at their homes in Hamiltonban 
township, near Iron Springs, and brought 
to Gettysl^urg for incarceration in the 
county jail. 
The arrests were made by 
Constable Wilson and C. D. Burnett, a 
special ofRcer of the AVestern Maryland 
Railroad Company. 
The charge against 
them as given in the warrant for their ar- 
rest is that—"Marshall Richardson and 
Frank Cumberland did wilfully and ma- 
liciously turn, move and direct the coup- 
ling or machinery and lever, coupling 
certain passenger cars, on a train of -the 
Western Maryland Railroad Company, 
thereby uncoupling and separating five 
pabsengei' cars from the rest of the cars 
and body of said train, with intent to ob- 
struct, injure and destroy the cars and to 
endanger the safety of all the persons 
traveling and being upon said railroad 
train.'' 


Those who saw the scenes which fol- 
lowed win never forget them.

The hallways were like so many cat- 
tle schutes, in which the wooden gates 
at each end are closed, with the ten- 
ants Jammed together in the narrow 
spaces. 
Every balcony on all the six 
floors was alive with human beings. 
Underneath the flames curled out of 
the windows and licked up between 
the ironwork of the fire escapes, burn- 
ing the feet of the unfortunates who 
stood there clothed "in their 
night 
gowns and burning some until

singed against a 
lamp chimneys. 
Many others let go 
their holds and Jumped screaming into 
the street in front of the yard at the 
rear. Many heroic rescues were made 
by the firemen and policemen.

Daugherty arrested on a warrant a 
negro naniod Hillery Jones, a com- 
panion of Reed's, and was taking him 
to jail. 
Reed 
borrowed a i^evolver 
nnd. catching up with his friend and 
the ofilcer, fired the fatal' shot Into 
the back of his victim's head. The two 
negroes fled. Reed taking possession 
of a bicycle he found nearby. Pursued 
and fired upon, he soon abandoned the 
wheel and took to a sailboat, in which 
he headed for Tangier sound, with the 
hope. It is presumed, of reaching Vir- 
ginia.- He was becalmed In the sound, 
however« and pursuers^ learning that 
he was afloat, followed him in power 
boats. 
One of these, on which were 
Captain John Shelton and a number 
of armed men^ overhauled Reed. The 
negro, seeing Captain Shelton's ves- 
sel approach, jumped overboard and 
endeavored to escape by swimming, 
but was finally captured. He at first 
denied his Identltj-, but afterward 
made a full confession and ackuowl- 
edged that he was not under the in- 
fluence of liquor when he killed Po- 
liceman Daugherty. 


As the boat bearing the negro ap- 
proached the wharf 
here a crowd 
gathered quickly. There were angry 
exclamations, and some one struck 
Reed a blow with his fist that knocked 
the negro senseless. Immediately those 
in the crowd pounced upon the pros- 
trate man and beat and kicked him to 
death. A rope was tied to the body 
and it was then dragged to the scene 
of the shooting and in a moment was 
dangling from a telegraph pole. There 
It remained, viewed by hundreds of 
people, many of whom drove in from

Big Hotel at Long Beach, L. I., De* 
•troyed By Fire. 


Long Beach, L. I., July 30.—Eight 
hundred guests of the Long Beach 
hotel, one of the largest seashore ho­ 
tels on the Atlantic coast, had to flee 
for their lives when the hotel was 
burned to the sands. 
There was no 
loss of life, and only four or five per 
»ons were injured. 
The guests lost 
almost all of their clothing, and many 
of them lost jewelry and other valu 
ables. The furniture of the building 
and other contents belonging to the 
hotel management were burned. 


The flre was discovered on the first 
floor. 
Hall boys and clerks hurried 
through the smoke-filled corridors and

ern Federation of Miners. When told 
at the state penitentiary that Hay­ 
wood had been acquitted, Orchard 
said: 


“Well, I have done my duty. I have 
told the truth. I could do no more. I 
am ready to take any punishment that 
may be meted out to me for my crime, 
and the sooner it corns the better.” 


It was after being out for 21 hours 
that the jury, which at first had been 
divided 8 to 4 for acquittal, and then 
seemed deadlocked at 10 to 2, finally 
came to an agreement.

.Johnny Come Lately—that's 
what 
we dubbed him. 
He 
certainly 
wns 
splendidly constructed; about six ff'et 
Uill, very fair-complexioned, and with- 
nl as handsome as a picturc, with an 
easy boyish move and a merry twinkle

exclusively to crimes referred to the

es which were hidden from

Worn by Native Women In Isthriiu« 


of Tehiianlepcc. 
^ 


It Is believed that m a n y 
Amerl/can 
and European tourists will be attract- 
ed to the Isthmus of Tehuantepec^ as 
soon as they learn that the Natlcinal 
Tehauntepec railroad has been 
ci^m- 
pleted and opened for regular traffic 
and regular steamship service has been 
established between Coatzacoalcos and 
United States and European ports, and 
between the Pacific coast terminal, Sa- 
Una Cruz and 
San Francisco. 
Tho 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec has 
hereto- 
fore been so f a r removed from through 
lines of travel that comparatively few 
pleasure seekers have visited it. In its^ 
winter climate the isthmus 
is unex- 
celled. 
The 
air is bracing and 
re- 
freshing. Even In summer the heat is- 
not oppressive, and at Santa Lucrecia, 
where an altitude of seveïal hundred 
feet is reached, there' are all of the- 
comforts that are to be found at most 
summer resorts in the United States. 
In order to accommodate visitors, large- 
hotels have been provided at Coatza- 
coalcos, Santa bucrecia, Sallna 
Cru?; 
and other places along the line of rail- 
road. 


T h e r e are many Interesting things to 
be seen on the isthmus, not the least 
of which are the native Tehuanas. or 
Indian women. 
They wear a peculiar 
dress that is to be seen In no other 
part of Mexico. 
It is called the Hulpll 
dress. 
It consists 
of a short 
cape,, 
made of white or colored muslin, with 
a deep lace border of white or the pal- 
est lavender, 
a lace 
collar. 
Short 
sleeeves, with long ruffles; a, 
short 
muslin 
jacket of some bright 
color,, 
with low neck and short sleeves, and 
a petticoat, which is simply an oblong 
plecô of crimson or dark blue cotton 
cloth, wound around t h e loins, v/here 
it is confined by a sash, eftd reaching- 
to the ankles. 
This peculiar dress is 
worn by every Tehuana woman 
and 
child, w^ithout respect to age or social 
position. 
It is worn in many different 
ways, according to the occasion, and' 
Is always of the brightest colors ob- 
tainable. 


The 
m a r k e t 
place in 
Tehuantepea 
is a scene of brilliancy each morning- 
M'hen the women gather to do their 
tr-ading. 
One of the staple food pro- 
ducts is the iguana. 
This animal 
^ 
sold alive. 
It Is a foot or tv;o long, 
and in order to make it marketable- 
its mouth is sewed up, to prevent it 
from biting, and its legs a r e tied be- 
hind its back. 
The Tehuanas are not- 
ed for their cleanliness. 
The men are- 
Indolent, of short stature and 
slight 
build. 
They wear v;hite linen shirts,, 
with t h e tails outside of the trousers. 
Men, -women and 
children 
go 
bare- 
footed. 


There are a number 
of 
American 
planters on the isthmus. 
Most of t h e i r 
holdings a r e in the interior. 
These 
plantations 
are principally 
devoted 
to raising coffee and 
sugar. 


As a side trip the American tourist 
may go over the new 
Pan-American 
railroad, which now runs from 
iSan 
Geronimo, a station on the 
National 
Tehuantepec road, to within 100 miles: 
of the Guatemala border. Considerable 
progress has been made in the 
con- 
struction of this 
last 
one 
hundred 
miles, and the builders declare that i n 
less than a year the road will be 
fin- 
ished to the Guatemala border. Deer, 
wild hogs and other game which 
a r e 
to be found in tropical Mexico abound 
all along the route. 
There are no re- 
strictive game laws, and the 
sports- 
man can h u n t and kill to Tiis heart's 
desire. 
The surf bathing 
at 
Salina 
Cruz, both winter and summer is ex- 
cellent, and so is the deep water 
fish- 
jng.—Coatzacoalcos, Mex., 
Special

HouMi 
Goes Back to Ancient Greece. 


The custom of marking a business 
house by means of a sign is of very 
ancient origin, says 
December 
St. 
Nicholas. 
In tho great-cities of the 
East and among the ancient Egyp- 
tiann such a practice must have been 
unnecessary, as all trades v/ere class!* 
fled and confined to certain sections 
of the city» and then all wares were 
exposed to full view, as they 
were 
displayed in open booths. 


Tho history of Grecian sign boards 
is meager, yet the allusion of Aristo- 
phanes and Lucian to|^gn boards war- 
rants our belief in tnpir use by the 
Greeks. 
Athenaeus tells us "He hung 
the well-known sign in front of his 
house." 


Advancing to Roman times, there is 
abundant evidenco of signs, as 
the 
discoveries of Pompeii and 
Horcula- 
neum amply testify. 
In the Eternal 
City some of the streets derived their 
names from signs; just as himdreds 
of London streets have been so named. 
The Roman street "Vicus Ursi Pileati" 
was named from the sign, for, as the 
name indicates, it was the street of 
"The Bear with the Hat on." 
But it 
was not imtil late in the 
fifteenth 
century 
that 
the 
custom 
gained 
a 
footing in England, first of all among 
the taverns and ale houses. 
Later 
came the necessity of distinguishing 
between certain shops, brought about 
by tho fact that the houses were not 
numbered, and the people could not 
read word signs even if they had been 
lettered in gold.

Never in the history of the world 
has any water supply approached in 
magnitude this Catsldll 
undertaking. 
The 'mammoth Ashokan reservoir, the 
greatest of all ages or countries of 
tlie earth, will occupy the whole val- 
ley of the Bsopus River, causing the 
3,000 residents of this present calm 
and 'peaceful section 
to 
seiik 
new 
(homes. 
Eight great dams and dikes 
will hold back the water in 'the reser- 
voir. 
An aqueduct, as large as the 
New York Subway tunnel, 'will carry 
the Avater eighty-two miles to New 
York, coming under the Hudson R i v 
er to the form of a gigantic siphon, 
the Uirgeat ever bu-llt, and, 
indeed, 
'the only siphon of its kind in exist- 
ence.—New Broadway Magazine.

Profit In the Patent Office. 


The patent office is one of the few 
departments of the government whicli 
pays its own way and turns over a 
balance each year to the 
Treasury, 
and yet for years its operations are 
hampered by the lack of 
competent 
labor. 
This Is due to 
the 
repeated 
noplect of 
Congress to make 
some 
proper provision by which 
adequate 
salaries can be paid to the employes. 
Many of the more 
competent 
em- 
ployes have been held from year 
to 
year by the promise of increased sal- 
aries, but since the adjournment ot 
Congress after having failed to make 
any such provision for these persons, 
there has been a general exodus from 
the different divisions of the depart^ 
ment. 


The work is very exacting, as shown 
from the fact that out of 135 appli- 
cants at the last civil service exam- 
ination for examiners, only 17 quali- 
fied, 
There is 
a 
constant 
demand 
from Industrial plants 
and 
patent 
agencies for men who have had ex- 
perience in the patent olTice. and dur- 
ing the last few months a very great 
number have resigned their 
govern- 
ment positions to take up more lucra- 
tive ones with private concerns. 
The 
situation has 
become 
so 
alarming 
that Secretary Garfield himself 
h a s 
been called upon to take a stand in 
the matter, and 
he 
is preparing 
to 
make a campaign in favor of greater 
liberality in this direction.—Philadel- 
phia Record. 


Highest Mines in Peru. 


It Is thought that the old Caylloma 
silver mines in Peru 
are 
probably 
situated at a greater elevation, than 
any other considerable mines in the 
world. 
Their altitude varies between 
14,000 and 17,000 feet. 
They .wera 
worked by the Spaniards in the six- 
teenth century, and before that, it is 
believed, by the Incas. 
An 
English 
company Is now preparing a hydro- 
electric plant for them. 
This 
plant 
will be situated at an altitude of ho- 
tween 10.000 and 16,000 feet. 
It wiU 
derive its power from a waterfall on 
the Santiago river, and in a dry sea- 
son from Lake 
I-Iup-illachD, one 
of 
the sources of the Amazon. 
The pow- 
er will be transmitted by cable about 
three miles. At the highest mines the 
pressure of the atmosphere 
is 
only 
pounds a square inch, and water 
bolls 24 degrees telow the ordinary 
boiling point.—Philadelphia Record.

December 
St. 
Nicholas. 
In tho great-cities of the 
East and among the ancient Egyp­ 
tian.« such a practice must have been 
unnecessary, as all trades were classi­ 
fied and confined to certain sections 
of the city, and then all wares were 
exposed to full view, as they were 
displayed in open booths. 


Tho history of Grecian sign boards 
is meager, yet the allusion of Aristo­ 
phanes and Lucian toaign boards war­ 
rants our belief in tneir use by the 
Greeks. Athenaeus tells us “He hung 
the well-known sign in front of his 
house.” 


Advancing to Roman times, there is 
abundant evidence of signs, as the 
discoveries of Pompeii and Hercula­ 
neum amply testify. 
In the Eternal 
City some of the streets derived their 
names from signs; just as hundreds 
of London streets have been so named. 
The Roman street “Vicus Ursi Pileati” 
was named from the sign, for, as the 
name indicates, it was the street of 
“The 3ear with the Hat on.” 
But it 
waa not until late in the fifteenth 
century that the custom gained a 
footing in England, first of all among 
the taverns and ale houses. 
Later 
came the necessity of distinguishing 
between certain shops, brought about 
by the fact that the houses were not 
numbered, and the people could not 
read word signs even if they had been 
lettered in gold.

As a matter of faot, England 
is really much smaller 'than it was 
in .their day, because it has lost thous­ 
ands of acres 
by marine erosion. 
Every year the ocean takes heavy 
toll from “the tight little island,0 


It is a long time -since Ravenspur 
was a name of meaning even to Eng­ 
lishmen, yet in 1399 Ravenspur was a 
liarge and prominent city, more im­ 
portant than the city of Hul*l is to­ 
day. -Henry IV. landed there in .that 
year, as Shakespeare notes. The city 
isent two men to Parliament; but like 
many other towns in that part of 
Yorkshire, it -long ago vanished under 
the isea. 


>In the reign of Edward I, says a 
writer in tho New York Sun, Corn­ 
wall .measured fifteen bunrred thius- 
and acres. 
Today just half of that 1« 
deft, the rest washed away by the sea. 
It 'is said that between Landte End 
and the Scilly Islands lie one ¡hund­ 
red and forty .parish churches and 
villages. 
A line of anchorage off Sel- 
sey in Sussex is still ca*lled by sailors 
“The tP'ark.” 
It wicn its name in 
Henry VHI.te reign, when it was a 
deer park, (famous for its stags. 


Dunwfch, the ancient capital of East 
An'gilia, furnished forty sh^ps to Henry 
111., and V as so powerful as to appall 
the Earl of Leicester. 
A forest lay 
between the city and the 'sea, but in 
Edward IP’s ireign the 
engulfed 
four hundred of Its houses. 
In 1677 
combers washed dn the market-place, 
and in 1700 the great church of St. 
Peter’s collapsed into the sea. 


More recently, in a single night, 
three hundred thousand dollars* worth 
of damage was done in the Kentish 
town of Margate. Within the last de­ 
cade Sussex has 'lost three hundred 
and seventy-four acres to the sea, and 
other counties in proportion. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are spent every year by the coast 
cities' mai.ntainin.gi iseawalls and coast 
defenses, but every year come storm/3 
which tear these ramraiarts to pieces. 
In a single night ¡hundreds of feet of 
granite wall will be torn away, the 
massive blocks- rolled out to sea or 
thrown higher on the land, and gaps 
in the walil of defense established.

A ro3^al commission on coa&t ero­ 
sion has been appointed »to study this 
whole matter of invasion by the sea, 
and to propose measures of more ef­ 
fective defense.

In 1930 ten million New Yorkers 
will have to be supplied with water, 
and 'when plans now under way are 
completed, New York city will ¿have

It will he pure, wholesome, filtered 
water, available to the total of a bil­ 
lion gallons a day. 
It is to come 
from the streams of the Catskills, and 
it will cost New York a total of $161,- 
000,000, almost as great a figure as 
the United States is paying for the 
Panama canal. 


Never in the history of the world 
has any water supply approached in 
magnitude this CatslcIU undertaking. 
The 'mammoth Ashokan reservoir, the 
greatest of all ages or countries of 
the earth, will occupy the whole val­ 
ley of the Esopus River, causing the 
3,000 
residents of this present calm 
and 'peaceful section to se<*k new 
homes. 
Eight great dams and dikes 
wiJl hold back the water in »the reser­ 
voir. 
An aqueduct, as large as the 
New York Subway tunnel, 'will carry 
the water eighty-two miles to New 
York, coming under the Hudson Riv* 
er to the form of a gigantic siphon, 
the largest ever built, and, indeed, 
‘the only siphon of its kind in exist­ 
ence.—New Broadway Magazine.

It is thought that the old Caylloma 
silver mines in Peru 
are

teenth century, and before that, it is 
believed, by the Incas.

It wilX 
derive its power from a waterfall on 
the Santiago river, and in a dry sea­ 
son from Lake I-Iup,illacho, one of 
the sources of the Amazon. The pow­ 
er will be transmitted by cable about 
three miles. At the highest mines the 
pressure of the atmosphere is 
only 
8% pounds a square inch, and water 
boils 24 degrees below the ordinary 
boiling point.—Philadelphia Record.

Hie 
survey has been investigating t«e pest 
in Texas for sereral years, and finds 
that no fewer than thirty-eight species 
of birds feed upon the insect. It is 
not asserted that .birds alone can 
check the spread of fhe weevil, but it 
has been demonstrated that they are 
an important help which the farmer 
cannot afford to ignore. 


Among the foremost of the useful 


allies against the boll weevil are swal- 
lows. As is well known, -the food of 
these birds consists almost exclusive- 
ly of insects, and 'hence to the agri- 
culturist they are among the most use- 
ful of birds. They have beeen describ- 
ed as "the light cavalry of the avian 
army." Specially adapted for Qighc, 
they have no rivals in the art of cop> 
uring insects in midair, and it is to 
the fact that they take their prey on 
the wing that their peculiar value to 
the cotton grower is due-

TBE WIZARDRY OF WATER 


ITS POWER 
NOT GONE OUT OF 


USE, AS SOME SUPPOSE. 
From the Old-Time Mill-Wheel to the 
Modern Electric Generating Plant— 
New Ways of Harnessing it—Elec- 
tric Llghtt For Farmer«. 
Few persons, ^s-lien they drink a 
glass of water, realize that they are 
drinking, in an unharnessed 
iorm, 
the most powerful substance in the 
world. Every year we drink as much 
of this loose power as it would take 
'ito run an elevator or heat a house. 
This is not an attack ui)on "Croton— 
any other stream is as powerful. The 
strength is all in the harness that is 
used. 
• 
AVater can be made to do the most 
peculiar things when it is properly 
ihitched up. The father of a sleepless 
ibaby some years ago evolved a scheme 
during his midnight walk up and 
down 'the bedroom of attaching a. hose 
to the kitchen faucet, 
and, hy a 
series of paddle-wheeils and ropes, 
^ 
bave water power take the place of 
arm 
power in subduing insomnia. 
The same principle has been tried 
•with 
washing-machines, 
fans, and 
-knife-sharpeners. A single glass of 
* 
water is enough to cause death when 
It is harnessed in the -way they use 
it in China where it is a form of 
capital punishment. 
The water is 
made to fall one drop at a time upon 
the top of the victim's head, 


Switzerland runs a steep-grade rail- 
road up a mountain side b.y water 
power. 
There are two lines of track 
and two trains, one on each ti'ack. 
When stable, one train is at the up- 
per and the other at the lower term- 
inal. 
The front of the train at the 
^bottom is attached to the rear of the 
one at the top by a cable running 
up the middle of the track to the top, 
and thence over by pulleys. 
Like- 
wise, a cable runs from the front of 
the top car, down the grade, to the 
rear of the bottom car. 
On the ends 
of the trains are large tanks. The 
one on top fills up with water, the 
.brakes are loosened, and, since it is 
heavier than the one on the bottom, 
it slowly drops, pulling the other up. 
Then, when the brakes have been put 
on, the water is poured cut of the 
iank and the train «which is now on 
top loads up. 
Grease for the wheels 
is the only expanse of this railroad. 


Switzerland is responsible, too, for 
a clock that runs by water ix)wsr. It 
is operated on the hour-glass prin- 
ciple, familiar to those who boil eggs. 
There are three of these water hour- 
glasses, one for the minute hand, an- 
other for the hour hand, and the 
third for the chimes, which are set 
In motion either at the hour or the 
quarter hour. 
In Italy there is a 
church bell that strikes the hour by 
water power on very much the same 
idea. 


Bat that is using water in homeoeo- 
pathic doses. 
It is only in recent 
years that it has been made to work 
real hard. 


Hardly ten years ago the only use 
made by rivers was to run the old- 
fashioned mill wheel, which can now 
seldom be seen outside of picture gal- 
leries. Its place has been taken by 
powerful generating plants that have 
harnessed the river so that it does 
sonietl|ing more useful than just drift 
down from the mountains to the sea. 


There is some dispute as to who 
iirst thought of using waterfalls for 
generating power. An Englishman 
claims the distinction, and it came, 
like most 
inventions, 
accidentally. 
This Englishman was standing under 
a barrel full of water when the bot- 
, »tom 'dropped out. 
The force of the 
tUlow knockcid him over. 
Being a 
tiioughtful man he reasoned that if 
a barrel full of «water could knock 
him over, a river full could do won- 
ders. 


But, v/hether the Englishman claims 
the credit or not, the idea is now in 
full swing at dozens of v/aterfalls. 
Huge wheels are placed under these 
falls so that the fall of the water 
makes them revolve »with tremendous 
speed, and these wheels are connect- 
ed with generators which store up the 
power and supply it to all who want 
to buy. 


The same principle applies also to 
sv/iftly moving rivers, and so com- 
plete is the success that nov/ all over 
Europe and In many parts of this 
country, the farmer has his house 
electrically lighted. In the little town 
of Upland, Cal., the people are able 
to do their cooking cheaper by elec- 
tricity 'than by gas, 


There have been numerous devices 
for harnessing the tides, but none, as 
yet, have heen eminently successful. 
Several schemes have been patented 
for using tlie powier of waves, but they 
have usually met with a sad ending. 
Some years ago Ocean Grove sprink- 
led her strepts with water that was 
pumped by one of these wave ma- 
chines, but its life of usefulness was 
cut short by a wave that was more 
powerful than the machine. 


The latest scientific use of water, 
for the plunger type of elevator, en- 
gineers say, will make the fifty-story 
skyscraper possilJle^ and Incidentally 
brings out one of the simplest and 
prettiest of water devices. To the 
Ojottom of the elevator car is attach- 
ed a steej column equal in length 
to the run of the elevator, which runs 
up and down a shaft in the earth. At 
the (bottom of this shaft are two 
.pipes, one for supplying Avater, and 
the other for drawing it off. As th« 
-water is poured into this shaft, the 
steel rod rises, pushing the elevator 
upward. When the desired story has 
ibeen reached, the operator }n the car 
moves the handle, 
which 
instantly 
checks the flow, and the car resta 


U]wm th© iiody of water in the shaft 
When the operator wishes to lower 
th« car, he moves the handle in the 
required direction, which starts the 
other pump to work* and the eleva- 
tor drops gently with the gradual dim- 
inution of the water. 
By thus utiliz- 
ing water, thirty-story elevators, a 
new record in elevator construction 
are being built for the new City In- 
vesting Company^s skyscraper in Cort- 
landt 
street.—New

WHY WE DIE. 


One-third of the Deaths Could Be Pre- 
vented, Say« a Learned Doctor. 


Taking as its motto the homely 
adage. "An ounce of prevention is bet- 
ter than a vound of cure," the Med- 
ical and Chirurgical Faculty of Mary- 
land launched a new movement for 
the education of the public in ques- 
tions of health at a mass-meeting held 
recently at McCoy Hall. 


Dr. J. N. McCormick, who has been 
a member of the health board of Ken- 
tucky for twenty-five years, was the 
leading 
speaker. 
His theme was 
'Things About Doctors Which Doc- 
tors and Other 
People 
Ought to 
ICnaw." 


Many of his utterances, while not 
entirely new, had the ring cf surprise 
in them. 
For instance he declared 
that one-third of the sickness which 
has occurred In tlie State and in the 
country in the past «year and every 
year was due to diseases which aro 
distinctly and practically preventable. 
The people and the men in authority 
in the government, he declared, were 
slow in waking up to this fact. 


For fi,ve years Dr, McCormick has 
been going from place to place try- 
ing to waken up the people and to 
impress upon legislators the wisdom 
of the assertion made by Gladstone, 
"The care of the public health is the 
first aad most important duty of the 
statesman." 


After speaking" of the great num- 
ber of deaths in the army on account 
cf inefficient measures for prevention 
of disease, he turned his attention to 
Maryland and said: 


"Now this is a bad record for ua 
as a nation, but that for Maryland 
is even worse. 
One-third of the peo- 
ple sick in this State in 1905, and 
every year and one-third of those you 
took to your cemeteries were sick and 
died of diseases which your medical 
profession qculd and would have pre- 
vented If they could have had the in- 
telligent co-operation of your people. 


"You had in that year 2,3SS deatlis 
from consumption, which means that 
tyou have a]x)ut S.OOO cases of this 
disease in your State constantly. The 
common Impression is that this is an 
Inherited malady, but this is an error. 
No matter what your mother and 
father died of, you can no more have 
consumption except by getting Into 
your body the germs from a previous 
case than you can raise corn or iwheat 
on one of your rich Maryland farms 
without seed. If all of the expectorat- 
ed matter and the other infection dis- 
charges from every case of this dis- 
ease now in your State could be col- 
lected and destroyed until they re- 
cover or die, there need never be an- 
other case within your borders un- 
less it be an imported one, 


"You had 1,422 deaths from the 
diseaces of children caused by usin-g 
dirty, adulterated or spoiled milk. We 
often speak of the slaughter of the in- 
nocents by Hero, but he was a no- 
vice in the business as compared with 
our modtern cities. 


"You shuddered with horror over 
the loss of life on the Larchmont and 
in the New York Central wreck the 
other day, and properly so, but more 
babies die needlessly every week in 
your State during the hot season than 
there were people killed in both of 
these disasters, and it goes on al- 
most without comment. It would be 
cheaper for you to inspect the dairies 
or sterilize the milk and save these 
babies than It would be to bury them. 


'You had 25G deaths from diph- 
theria and scarlet fever, all distinct- 
ly preventable. 
You had 47G deaths 
from -typhoid fever during that year. 
This means, according to the best es- 
timates, that you have about 6,000 
cases of this disease during each year, 


"Typhoid fever Is a typical 
filth 
disease. 
No one can have it except 
by igetting Into their mouth and stom- 
ach some of the dischargvs from the 
bowels or kidneys of someone who 
has it. This is not a nice thing to 
think al^out, but nice people ought to 
think about It and stop doing It. In 
cities it often comes from the use of 
•Infected water, as in the epidemic now 
on In Scranton; less frequently in the 
milk, sometimes on the hands, cook- 
ing utensils, ov. food, In small towns 
and country districts typhoid fever is 
usually carried by the ordinary house, 
fly, as it (was at ChicUamauga and the 
other military camps during the Span- 
ish-American war, 


"In short, during this one year you 
had 5,848 deaths 
from 
preventable 
diseases. 
Now, a State has no more 
valuable asset than that represented 
in its healthy population. 
According 
to the political economists, to say 
nothing of the cost of caring for the 
sick who ^-ecovered from these dis- 
eases, this represents a distinct loss 
to your people each year of 
000 "-r-Baltimore Sun.

Railroads» 


To realize how New York gets its 
food one must imagine not only thou- 
sands of car loads, but thousands of 
train loads in motion every hour of 
the day of eyery day of the year from 
Florida, New Orleans, California, Se- 
attle. St. Paul and Chicago. At Buf- 
falo, Pittsburg and Washingion these 
trains enter the narrow end of the 
funnel through which they converge 
at New York. 


After the last through 
passenger 
trains with their lines of gleaming 
windows have come and gone the rail- 
road tracks on the Jersey 
side are 
alive with trains from which no light 
shines save of the signal lamps. Fer- 
ryboats bring tliese cars to the piers 
in Manhattan, where hundreds and 
thousands of dock hands are waiting. 
Boxes and crates, barrels and bundles 
are wheeled down the gang ways and 
piled high on the platforms. In the 
berry season the crates of berries are 
first taken to the front. At 1 o'clock 
long linos of men come from out of 
tho darkness, where their 
wagons 
throng the roadway, file in, inspect 
the crates of berries, bargain with the 
representatives of the wholesale re- 
reivers, who stand under the torch- 
like lights, and in two hours there is 
seldom a box of berries in sight. 


At 3 o'clock other men file in, in- 
spect tho boxes and barrels and pack- 
ages of fruit and fresh vegetables, 
bargain with the receivers and take 
them away. Again at 5 o'clock linos 
of men file in. This time butter and 
cheese, poultry and eggs are the ob- 
ject of their search. By 7 o'clock the 
pier is cleared of these products. The 
dealers, the grocers and the hucksters 
have taken what they think their cus- 
tomers will purchase, the kinds and 
quantities of things for which In 
their judgment there will be demand. 


Edibles that can be storedi, or at 
least preserved, for a week or more 
are sold either at estaljUshed market 
prices or taken to storehouses. 
Vege- 
tables and fruits that 
spoil if not 
promptly consumed are sold at auc- 
tion, notification having been sent to 
retail dealers in advance of expected 
large consignments. At Pier 20 of 
the 
Erie railroad, for example, are 
heled the auctions of citrous 
fruits. 
Over a space 500 or GOO feet in length 
and 200 feet or so In depth are dis- 
played countless piles of boxes of 
oranges, lemons, tangerines, manda- 
rins and grapefruit. Printed 
lists 
specifying each lot are furnished pro- 
spective purchasers. 


By far the greater 
portion of the 
things that we eat is brought to New 
York by the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
The Southern railway and the Atlan- 
tic Coast line bring for through ship- 
ment over the Pennsylvania lines from 
Washington the products of the South 
and its arms extending to Cincinnati, 
St. Louis and 
Chicago 
reach the 
Southwest, West and Northwest. At 
the Desbrosses street station of tho 
Pennsylvania railroad are received 
larger quantities of fruits, vegetables 
and dairy products than at any other 
entry of New York. Tho celerity with 
which they are 
handled 
cannot' be 
comprehended unless one has stood 
on the pier during the time of unload- 
ing and of market. 
On Sunday nights 
in June the fruits and berries, peach- 
es and vegetables cover not only the 
pier, but all of West street in front 
of the pier, sometimes blocking even 
the street car traflic.—New York Sun. 


Canada and Alaska. 


The conditions for the acquirement 
of a homestead in Canada are far 
easier than in Alaska. In Canada 
it is possible for a man and three 
sons, the youngest of whom is IT 
years of age, each to take up a quar- 
ter section at trifling expense, build a 
house for all on one quarter section, 
do the required six months' improve- 
ment work on each for three years, 
and at the end of that time obtain 
crown grants for all four quarter sec- 
tions. In Alaska, while conditions are 
very liberal, a man taking up a home- 
stead of 320 acres must do Improve- 
ment v/ork for five years before ob- 
taining title, though he is privileged 
at the end of the first year to have 
160 acres surveyed at his own ex- 
pense, and by paying 51.25 an acre 
obtain full right to it.—IJoston Alask- 
an.

Tho effect of moisture on wood Is 
referred to in the report of Forest Ser- 
vice of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. It was found 
that 
proper drying greatly increases the 
strength and stiffness of all kinds 
of wood, e. g., red spruce dried at 100 
degrees centigrade is 400 percent 
stronger than when green. Upon ab- 
sorbing moisture 
again 
wood be- 
comes weaker than when green. Air 
dried wood protected from the weather 
and containing 12 percent moisture, 
is from one-seventh to one-half times 
as strong as when green. 


The artificial cork of a 
rocent 
Pi-ench patent Is made of a mixture 
of amorphous cellulose (pith of rushes, 
powdered cocoanut (solution of nitro- 
pulp), fibrous cellulose (thistledown, 
textiles, or esparto pulp), and aggluti- 
nating cellulose (solution of nltro- 
usedcellulose. Glasslined moulds with 
small holes for the escape of vapor 
are used to shape the pasty composi- 
tion. The volatile solvents of the nl- 
tro-celllulose are evaporated, the corks 
are removed from the moulds, and 
the nitro-cellulose is denitrated by a 
reducing agent. The finished material 
is given resistance to water by dipping 
into tungstlc acid.

German Fiorists Produce Strange Ef- 


fects by the Use of Aniline Dye. 
Fashion in flowers has taken a 
freak turn in Germany of late and 
there is gi-eat demand in certain cir- 
cles for blooms of hues not found in 
nature. 


The flowers are cut v,^ith extra long 
stalks a few hours before they reach 
full maturity. 
Then the stalks are 
put in water in which aniline 
dyes 
have been dissolved. 
White carna- 
tions, lilies a.nd pansies are the easiest 
to dye and give the most natural re- 
sults. 


As the stalk sucks up the water the 
aniline pigment Is carried through a}l 
the fine vessels of the blossom and de- 
lK)sIted in its cells, so that after a few 
hours Its color is completely estab- 
lished, 
Sometimes strange and 
even 
beautiful effects are secured by stop- 
ping the coloring process before it Is 
complete. 
Tho v/hite petals v/ill then 
be delicately veined with green, or red 
—these being the colors most success- 
fully used. 


Since the discovery that the flcm'ers 
are simply dxed there is a great out- 
cry among 
floriculturists, who pro- 
nounce the process an outrageous fraud 
on nature, both Inartistic and vulgar. 
This does not prevent the demand for 
the dyed flowers from spreading.— 
New York Sun. 


Shoes of Whale Hide. 


Newfoundland whalers, seized with 
a spirit pf enterprising economy, are 
reported to be attempting to place 
whale hide on the market for the maiv 
ufacture of whale leather. 


It Is not surprising that such an at- 
tempt should be made. It must vex 
the spirit of any whaler of well bal- 
anced mind to see, after all the hard- 
ship and danger of his calling, an 
enormous and altog>>ther dispropor- 
tionate bulk of his quarry cast away. 


From a large right whale of, say, 
forty-five to fifty feet in length, about 
250 barrels of oil, and 1 3-4 tons of 
baleen, or whalebone, may be ob- 
tained. The remainder of the gigantic 
carcass, which may be as much as 
fifty tons, has hitherto been consid- 
ered useless. 


The average whale hide if laid out 
on the ground would cover a surface 
of nearly 1500 square feet, at which 
rate one whale, if its hide could bo 
made into boots and shoes, would 
well stock a West End boot shop.— 
London Express.

lessons in tlie duties of a cavalryman. 
In fact, Gen. Godfrey will have at 
Jeast two seniors In the 
brlgadler- 
^general field who fir&t learned 
from 
3iim to distinguish between the bridle 
¡hand and the sword hand. 
He taught 
them how to make right cuts and left 
cuts with the sabre, and it Ts more 
than barely possible that as a bit of 
initial instruction ho had to tell them 
from »W'hi-ch side of the horse to mount 
to the saddle. 


It has been said bliat It was about 
time that Col Godfrey was made a 
«brigadier-general. 
Before he was a 
captain iu the service he had a rec- 
ord beside wliidh the records of niany 
men now seniors in the is^rvice are 
-as lines to pages of army liistory. 
Gen. Godfrey in his army career has 
jfought eveny form of plain and moun- 
tain Indian that the continent knows. 
He has starved and thirsted on the 
trail of the Apache, -he has frozen on 
the 'trail of the Nez Perces» and he 
lias met' in actual hand-to-hand con- 
ilict the Cheyenne, the Arapahoe, the 
Kiowa and the Sioux. 


This soldier iwon recognition from 
"his immediate superior ofñcers time 
.after time by acts of gallantry in the 
field. 
Beyond the praise of the men. 
who held )no power of 
promotion, 
C'Ol. Godfrey never received anytliing 
•for his devotion to the flag save a 
brevet 
commission 
as 
major 
of 
'•cavalny, which carried with it no real 
(rank, no increased pay, and in fact 
no'tihing -but a bit of paper which at- 
tested his worth as a soldier. 


Edward S. Godfrey was a 7th Cav- 
alry olñcer for years. 
He joined the 
famous reginienc June 17, 1867. and he 
left it thirty years later, having serv- 
ed 
with 
it practically 
continuously 
'through all the hard fighting in which 
the 
command 
was 
engaged. 
This 
new brigadier-general of the service 
took part in forty Indian fights before 
h e had been ten years in the saddle. 
He was with Custer when in the gray 
of the morning, years ago, the 7th 
Regiment, with its band playing "Gar- 
ry Owen" charged into the Cheyenne 
tillage of Black Kettle and fought

l a the year 1890 t^e Sknix Indians 
»went on tile warpath probably for the 
last time. 
The campaign of that win- 
tjsir found Godfrey in the iield wiVth 
the 7th Cavalry, whldi in the one 
action at Wounded Knee Creek with 
the band of Big Foot lost nearly one 
hundred men in killed and wounded. 
Un the campaigning, though cobstantl^ 
in the thick of things, Godfrey escap- 
ed unwounded, only to be nearly kill- 
ed later while returning to his post 
(with his troop on a railroad 
train. 
The sung-eons again ©aid In the-ir cold 
way that Godfrey was done for, but 
he lived and he is hearty enough to- 
day to lead troops in battle. 


The detached 
duty details

In the course of his forty-four years 
of army life have fallen to the lot of 
Gen. Godfrey have been few and far 
between. 
He (has been a field cam- 
paigner, and headquarters have known 
him little. 
When he had recovered 
from tile wound received at Bear Paiw 
Mountain he was made an instructor 
in cavalry tactics for a short time 
at the United States Military Aca- 
demy, and it was there that he taught 
the cadets, two of whom a least now 
are brigadier-generals, how to ride a 
horse and how to command mounted 
troops after the manner of the men

things until the end, and the 7tli liad 
won one of the most notable victories 
of Indian warfare. 


In 1877 Chief Joseph,'of 
the Nez 
Perces, led his men through the moun- 
tains of Uhe Northwest, eluding his 
pursuers, fighting and (W'inning more 
than ouie battle on the way and sur- 
rendering finally only when his-^ cun- 
ning and 
ability as a leader 
were 
matched by the cunning and the abil- 
ity of two veteran generals of the 
civil war, backed by their following of 
the pick on the regulars of the ser- 
vice. 
Gen. Godfrey, then a captain, 
wa^ iu the field iwlth tho 7th Cavalry 
against -the Nez Perces. It wais at 
Bear Paw Mountain that a Cheyenne 
«cout, serving with the command of 
which Godfrey was an ofiicer, discov- 
ered the Nex Perces village. 


Capt. Hale, in command of a part 
of the troops charged the 
Indians, 
most of whom sought a practically 
impregnable .place of refuge, 
from 
(wihich they hurled back, 
shattered, 
Hale's charging command. 
The com- 
manding officer and his men 
were 
forced 
thenDselves 
to se&k 
shelter. 
Troops A and D, of the 7th Cavalry 
were ordered 
to Hale's 
assistance. 
Godfre}' was the captain of one of 
the troops. 
In order that tfie move- 
^ ment might be carried out with bet- 
ter chance of success and with less 
danger of great loss of life to the 
men the troopers were 
dismounted. 
Godfr©}', however, stayed in the sad- 
dle in order the better to be seen of 
• tiis men, and by an example of cour- 
age to give them the better heart to 
the 
fight, 


The cavalry captain rode gallantly 
at the head of the column, a fair and 
shining mark for the buljets of tho 
•concealed followers of Ch'ief Joseph. 
On that day Godfrejy fairly courted 
death, and he almost won it. 
He 
went into the hail of bullets, 
and 
until almost the end ^of the fig-ht he 
escaped death by a seeming miracle. 
Finally, a warrior sharpshooter from 
ambush found the mark, and Godfrey 
was hurled from his fiiorse at the 
very front of his men- with a buliei 
through his head. 


The surgeons never understood God- 
frey's recovery. 
Tho wound 
seem- 
ingly was mortal, but he lived to fight 
on many another day. 
In that battle 
with the Nez Perces, before the hid- 
den warrior's 'bullet had found 
its 
intended mai'k, Godfrey had one horse 
•killed under him. 
He had 
excuse 
enough then to fight on foot as hi3 
men were fighting, hut be secured' an- 
other m^ount and rede on to tUo fight, 
daring (¡eixth, which nearly overtook 
him. 
It"! was for his conduct on the 
field t h ^ day that Capt Godfrey re- 
ceived His brevet commission as maj- 
or, and , was given in addition that 
little pi^ce dt bi-on-ie known -to the 
army AS) the medcil of honor, and

Qovernment Experts Would Cultlvatf 
Them at Fms of Boll Wetvli. 


The Biological Survey of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington» hai 
hit upon a somewhat novel motliod of 
aiding the Southern cotton planter la 
his war against the boll.weevil. 
The 
fiurvey ihas boen investigating the pest 
In Texas for several years, and finds 
that no fewer than thirty-eight S'pecioa 
of birds feed upon the Insect. 
It is 
not asserted 
tliat ibirds alone 
can 
check the spread of the weevil, but it 
has been demonstrated that they kre 
an important help which the farmer 
cannot afford to ignore. 


Among the foremost of the useful 
allies against the boll weevil are swal- 
lows. 
As is well known, the food of 
these 'birds consists almost exclusive- 
ly of in'seots, and 'hence to the agri- 
culturist they are amongi the most use- 
ful of birds. They have beeen describ 
ed as "the light cavalry of the avian 
army." 
Sipecially adapted for fiighit, 
they have no rivals in the art of capt- 
uring insects in midair, and it is to 
the fact that they take their prey on 
the wing that their peculiar value to 
the cotton grower is due. 


Other insectivorous birds adopt dif- 
ferent metliods when in pursuit of 
prey. 
Orioles alight on the cotton 
bolls and carefully inspect them for 
weevils. 
Blackbirds, wrens, and fly- 
catchers contribute to the good work, 
each iu its own sphere, but 
when 
swallows are migrating over the cot- 
ton fields they find weevils flying in 
the open and wage active war against 
them. 
As many as forty-spven, boll 
weevil's have been found in. the stom- 
ach of a single cliff swallow. 


The idea is to increase the num- 
ber of swallows both at the North and 
the 'South. 
The colonies nesting in 
the South will destroy a greater oi 
less number of weevils during 
the 
Summer, vfhile in the Fall, after the 
local birds have migi'ated, Northern 
bred bii'ds, as they pass through the 
Southern States on their way to the 
tro'pics, will keep up the- war. 


Swallows are not as numerous in 
the North as they used to be. 
The 
•tree swallow, for instance^ formerly 
abounded, but of late years its num- 
bers have greatly diminished owing 
to (persecution by the 
English spar- 
row. 
T'hi? 
unscrupulous 
foreigner 
turms thé 
-swallow out 
of its nest, 
in order to have a place for its own 
eggs. 
When swalIo\v nests 
contain 
eggs or young the murderoits sparrow 
kills the helpless nestlings or throws 
out the eggs. 


The barn swallow also is diminish- 
ing in num-bers, owing partly to en- 
mity of the sparrow., but more per- 
haps, to the 'fact that ^ the 
modern 
tightly built barn denies^ it friendiy 
shelter, and 
it 
finds 
no subritiiuî'» 
places in which to nest. 
Tl:.;? cliff 
Kwallow, whose curious pouch-shaped 
mud nest used bo be a common sight 
under the eaves of barns and out- 
buildings 
thrcug'hout 
the 
Northern 
States, has now been entirely 
ban- 
ished from many localities under the 
mistaken impression* that they are un- 
desirable neighbors because of cortaiii 
parasites which infest 
the'r 
nosts. 
These have been supposed to be bed- 
bugs, and hence the nests have 
cn 
destroyed and the birds driven aw ly. 
This is an error, for, although reiated 
to 
the 
above 
objectiona^^io 
iu^ect. 
these swallow parasites are 
to birds and are not to be feared by 
man. 


Of all the swallows the martîn 
h 
considered the most important to tl: 
farmer, and suggestions'are given i' 
increasing its numbers by the erection 
of additional boxos. and of increas::: : 
its range by the transportation to 
localities of boxes containing.old bivl 
and half-giown young, in the beir : 
that the old birds will be induced 1 
the presence of their young tp re:ua;-< 
and feed them. 
If they do not, th 
only alternative is bringing the yout; • 
up by hand, which has been i'.cci-ï- 
fully* done 
by 
feeding 
thoin 
nitai, 
worms, grasshoppers, and *.ho lilio.

Whi^rp the dining table Is clcarod nnd 
reset at every moal, its nppcarance 
between times is a matter of concori) 
to the hbusrkecp^r, espocliilly 
since 
tho olii*fashionod spread, which ccr- 
tainly had u cosy. houK^y look, is ta- 
boopd ill the prosont. 
The highly pol- 
ishod sut'face of tho table is thought 
to bo so ornaniontal that it must not 
bo covorod up» and In consequpuco the 
housoktM^ppr bns n now anxloty in the 
caro of thai same highly polished top, 
A hot dish, a little hot water, a drop 
of alcohol produoo a mark on tho sur- 
face which is anything but ornamontal 
and which is not easily removed. 
Pre- 
cautionary measures arc roquirod, and 
thick "hush cloths" or table pads arc 
Indispensable. A very thick cotton pad 
is woven cspocially for tho purpose, 
which with asbestos table mats prove 
a groat help. 
The asbestos mats are 
slipped into embroidered linen casoa 
and thus become ornamontal, or cm- 
broidorcd pieces are laid over thorn, 
Hoavy croehotcd mats are often em- 
ployed, and mats of coilod corset laces 
nro useful, on account oi! their thick- 
ness, 


Sometimos a thick blanket is laid un- 
der tho rogular hush cloth; in f a c t tho 
housokropcr 
takes 
oVory 
possible 
moans to protect tho varnish of hor 
table. 


But this top must bo displayed, so 
the cover is rclogatod to obscurity, and 
ft square or circle of ombroidorod linon 
of Battouborg work or of ronaissauco 
laoo, not too large, is put in tho contro, 
nnd a small but handsome jardinioro 
stands upon it. This is the only decora- 
tion itdmissible. 
Often the table is on- 
tiroly bare, tho owner*s eye gloating 
upon its mirror-like surfaco. The chih 
dj'en are forbidden to touch it. 
"IlaniU 
off" is the cry, and rubbing auu polish- 
ing and dusting are added to the house- 
keeper's tasks.

■Godfrey, of the Ninth United States 


Cavalry, Has Fought Every Form 


j of Plain and Mountain Indian That 
h 
| This Continent Knows. 


President Roosevelt has Just made 
& brigadier x general of Col, Edward 
iS. Godfrey, of tlie 9th Cavalry, and 
it was about time. Gen. Godfrey will 
find himself ranked by several briga- 
dier-generals to whom 'he gave first 
lessons in the duties of a cavalryman. 
In fact, Gen. Godfrey will have at 
least two seniors in the brigadier- 
general field who first learned 
from 
him to distinguish between the bridle 
hand and the sword hand. He taught 
them how to make right cuts and left 
cuts with the sabre, and i-t ik more 
than barely possible that as a bit of 
initial instruction he had to tell them 
from ‘W'hteh side of the horse to mount 
to the saddle. 


It has been said that it was about 
time that Col« Godfrey was made a 
»brigadier-general. 
Before he was a 
captain in the service he had a rec­ 
ord beside which the records of niany 
men now seniors in the ¡service are 
«as lines to pages of army history. 
Gen. Godfrey in his army career has 
fought every form of plain and moun­ 
tain Indian that the continent knows. 
He has starved and thirsted on the 
trail of the Apache, he has frozen on 
the «trail of the Nez Perces» and he 
lias met’ in actual hand-to-hand con­ 
flict the Cheyenne, the Arapahoe, the 
Kiowa and the Sioux. 


This soldier iwon recognition from 
“his immediate superior officers time 
.after time by acts of gallantry in the 
field. 
Beyond the praise of the men 
who held »no power of promotion, 
Col. Godfrey never received anything 
ifor his devotion to the flag save a 
brevet 
commission 
as 
major 
of 
’cavalry, which carried with it no real 
«Tajik, no increased pay, and in fact 
nothing -but a bit of paper which at­ 
tested his worth as a soldier. 


Ed'ward S. Godfrey was a 7th Cav­ 
alry officer for years. He joined the 
famous regiment June 17, 1867, and he 
left it thirty years later, having serv­ 
ed with it practically continuously 
' through all the hard fighting in which 
the command was 
engaged. 
This 
new brigadier-general of the service 
took part in forty Indian fights before 
he had been ten years in the saddle. 
“He was with Custer when in the gray 
of the morning, years ago, the 7th 
Regiment, with its band playing “Gar­ 
ry Owen” charged into the Cheyenne 
village of Black Kettle and fought 
¡its hand to hand fight with 'the sav- 


•y# of * superior officer dttttagulsll 
themselves by personal gallantry ift 
battle. 


In the year 1890 the Skwx Indians 
‘went on the warpath probably for the 
last time. The campaign of that win­ 
ter found Godfrey in the Held wiVth 
the 7th Cavalry, which in the one 
action at Wounded Knee Creek with 
the band of Big Foot lost nearly one 
hundred men in killed and wounded. 
'In the campaigning, though cohstantly 
in the thick of things, Godfrey escap­ 
ed unwounded, only to be nearly kill­ 
ed later while returning to his post 
with his troop on a railroad train. 
The sung«ons again ©aid in their cold 
way that Godfrey was done for, but 
he lived and he is hearty enough to­ 
day to lead troops in battle. 


The detached duty details which 
In the course of his forty-four years 
of army life have fallen to the lot of 
Gen. Godfrey have been few and far 
between. 
He has been a field cam­ 
paigner, and headquarters have known 
him little. 
When he had recovered 
from tlie wound received at Bear Paw 
Mountain he was made an instructor 
in cavalry tactics for a short time 
at the United States Military Aca­ 
demy, and it was there that he taught 
the cadets, two of whom a least now 
are brigadier-generals, how to ride a 
* 
horse and how to command mounted 
troops after the manner of the men 
of the hard-fighting service.—Chicago 
Post

ita nearly !orty years ago, Godfrey 
was in the thick of the fierceness of 
things until the end, and the 7th fiad 
won one of the most notable victories 
of Indian warfare. 


In 1877 Chief Joseph/of the Nez 
Perces, led his men through the moun­ 
tains of the Northwest, eluding his 
pursuers* fighting and winning more 
than one battle on the way and sur­ 
rendering finally only when his* cun­ 
ning and ability as a leader were 
matched by the cunning and the abil­ 
ity of two veteran generals of the 
civil war, backed by their following of 
the pick on the regulars of the ser­ 
vice. 
Gen. Godfrey, then a captain, 
wa£ in the field «with tlio 7th Cavalry 
against -the Nez Perces. It wais at 
Bear Paw Mountain that a Cheyenne 
»cout, serving with the command of 
which Godfrey was an officer, discov­ 
ered the Nez Perces village. 


Capt. Hale, in command of a part 
of the troops charged the Indians, 
most of whom sought a practically 
impregnable place of refuge, 
from 
■which they hurled back, shattered, 
Hale’s charging command. The com 
manding officer and his men were 
forced themselves ta seek shelter. 
Troops A and D, of the 7th Cavalry 
were ordered to Hale’s assistance. 
Godfrey was the captain of one of 
the troops. 
In order that ttie move- 


• ment might be carried out with bet­ 
ter chance of success and with less 
danger of great loss of life to the 
men the troopers were dismounted. 
Godfrey, however, stayed in the sad­ 
dle in order the better to be seen of 
* kis men, and by an example of cour­ 
age to give them the better heart to 
the fight, 


The cavalry captain rode gallantly 
at the head of the column, a fair and 
shining mark for the -bullets of tho 
concealed followers of Chief Joseph. 
On that day Godfrey fairly courted 
death, and he almost won it. 
He 
went into the hail of bullets, and 
until almost the end tof the fight he 
escaped death by a seeming miracle. 
Finally, a warrior sharpshooter from 
ambush found the mark, a.nd Godfrey 
was hurled from his horse at the 
very front of his men with a bullet 
through his head. 


The surgeons never understood God­ 
frey’s recovery. 
Tho wound seem­ 
ingly was mortal, but he lived to fight 
on many another day. In that battle 
with the Nez Perces, before the hid­ 
den warrior’s »bullet had found its 
intended mark, Godfrey had one horse 
•killed under him. 
He had excuse 
enough -then to fight on foot as hi3 
men were fighting, hut he secured’ an­ 
other mpunt and rode on to tfce fight, 
daring ¿teath, which nearly overtook 
him. 
It* was for his conduct on the 
field thaJt da/y that Capt.. Godfrey re­ 
ceived Kis brevet commission as maj­ 
or, and ^was given in addition that 
little pi^ce oT bronze known to the 
army as) the medUl of honor, and 


been seen to wee>p, wh-iile monkeys 
have wept when pitied or from ter­ 
ror. 


The elephant has wept at the loss of 
its liberty, and in some cases also 
from vexation.

Government Experts Would Cultivât# 
Them as F*«i of Boll Wesvll. 


The Biological Survey of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, Washington* has 
hit upon a somewhat novel method of 
aiding the Southern cotton planter in 
his war against the boll.weevil. The 
survey has been investigating the pest 
in Texas for several years, and finds 
that no fewer than thirty-eight species 
of birds feed upon the insect. 
It i» 
not asserted that ¡birds alone can 
check the spread of the weevil, blit it 
has been demonstrated that they kre 
an important help which the farmer 
cannot afford to ignore. 


Among the foremost of the useful 
allies against the boll weevil are swal­ 
lows. As is well known, the food of 
these ‘birds consists almost exclusive­ 
ly of insects, and hence to the agri­ 
culturist they are among the most use­ 
ful of birds. They have beeen describ­ 
ed as “the light cavalry of the avian 
army.” 
Specially adapted for flight, 
they have no rivals in the art of capt­ 
uring insects in midair, and it is to 
the fact that they take their prey on 
the wing that their peculiar value to 
the cotton grower is due. 


Other insectivorous birds adopt dif­ 
ferent methods when in pursuit of 
prey. 
Orioles alight on the cotton 
bolls and carefully inspect them for 
weevils. 
Blackbirds, wrens, and fly­ 
catchers contribute to the good work, 
each in its own sphere, but when 
swallows are migrating over the cot­ 
ton fields they find weevils flying In 
the open and wage active war against 
them. 
As many as forty-spven boll 
weevils have been found in. the stom­ 
ach of a single cliff swallow. 


The idea is to increase the num­ 
ber «of swallows both at the North and 
the 'South. 
The colonies nesting in 
the South will destroy a greater oi 
less number of weevils during the 
Summer, while in the Fall, after the 
local birds have migrated, Northern 
bred birds, as they pass through the 
Southern States on their way to the 
tropics, will keep up the. war. 


Swallows are not as numerous in 
the North as they used to be. 
The 
-tree swallow, for instance, formerly 
abounded, but of late years its num­ 
bers have greatly diminished owing 
to «persecution by the 
English spar­ 
row. 
This 
unscrupulous 
foreigner 
turns thé swallow out of its nest: 
in order -to have a place for its own 
eggs. 
When swallow nests contain 
eggs or young the murderoits sparrow 
kills the helpless nestlings or throws 
out the eggs. 


The barn swallow also is diminish­ 
ing in numbers, owing partly to en­ 
mity of the sparrow, but more per­ 
haps, to the fact that % the modern 
tightly built bam denies it friendly 
shelter, and it finds no substitut:» 
places in which to nest. 
Tl:e olîiï 
swallow, whose curious pouch-shaped 
mud nest used to be a common sight 
under the eaves of barns and out-

Anxlelifts T hat On W ith th© Care « f a 
H ig h ly P olish ed Top. 


Where the dining table is cloarod and 
reset at every meal, its appearance 
bctweon times is a matter of concern 
to the hbtisokeepér, especially siuce 
the olii*fashioned spread, which cer« 
tainly had a cosy, homey look, is ta­ 
booed in the present. The highly pol­ 
ished surface of the table is thought 
to bo so ornamental that it must not 
bo covered up. and in consequence the 
housekeeper has a new anxiety il\ the 
care of that same highly polished top, 
A hot dish, a little hot water, a drop 
of alcohol produce a mark on the sur 
face which is anything but ornamental 
and which is not easily removed. Pre­ 
cautionary measures are required, and 
thick “hush cloths” or table pads arc 
indispensable. A very thick cotton pad 
Is woven especially for the purpose, 
which with asbestos table mats prove 
a great help. 
The asbestos mats are 
slipped into embroidered linen cases 
and thus become ornamental, or em­ 
broidered pieces are laid over them. 
Heavy crocheted mats are often em­ 
ployed, and mats of coiled corset laces 
are useful, on account of their thick­ 
ness. 


Sometimes a thick blanket is laid un­ 
der the regular hush cloth; in fact, the 
housekeeper 
takes 
oVery 
possible 
means to protect the varnish of her 
table. 


But this top must bo displayed, so 
the cover is relegated to obscurity, and 
a square or circle of embroidered linen 
of Battenberg work or of renaissance 
lace, not too large, is put in the centre, 
and a small but handsome jardiniero 
stands upon it. This is the only decora­ 
tion admissible. Often the table is on* 
tirely bare, the owner's eye gloating 
upon its mirror-like surface. The cliil- 
dren are forbidden to touch it. “Hands 
off” is the cry, and rubbing and polish­ 
ing and dusting are added to the house* 
keeper’s tasks.

housekeepers

death! 
Tho elegance and the elabor­ 
ateness which can be secured by the 
rich only and which we try to imitate 
in our humbler way is driving women- 
to despair.

Samples Barred Now. 


By a law recently signed by the govern­ 
or provisions are made that it shall not 
be lawful for any person to deposit, cast, 
throw or place any package, parcel or 
sample of any medicine or candy in or 
upon any house, building, porch, veranda, 
portico or any other part of any house or 
building or in or upon any lawn, yard, 
land, street or public highway within the 
commonwealth. 
Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic­ 
tion, shall be sentenced to pay a fine not 
exceeding $100, and undergo imprison­ 
ment not exceeding one year, or both, or 
either, at the discretion of the court.

*The Most Intelligent 


qf Flowers* 


B y M a u r i c e M a e t e r l i n c k . 


HE typical flower of our orchids represents pretty closely the fan­ 
tastic and yarning mouth of a Chinese dragon. ' The lower lip, 
which is very long and which hangs in the foim of a jagged 
or dentate apron, serves as a landing-place for the insect. The 
upper lip rounds into a sort of hood, which shelters the essential 
organs; while, at the back of the flower, beside the peduncle, 
there falls a kind of spur or long, pointed horn, which contains 
the nectar, 
in most flowers the stigma, or female organ, is a more or less 
viscid little tuft which, at the end of a frail stalk, patfbntly awaits the com­ 
ing of the pollen. In the orchid, this traditional installation has become irrec- 
ognizable. At the back of the moutl), in the place occupied in the throat by 
the uvula, are two closely welded stigmas, above which rises a third stigma 
modified into an extraordinary organ. 
At its top, it carries a sort of little 
pouch, or, more correctly, a sort of stoup, which is called the rostellum. This 
stoup is full of a viscid fluid in which soak two tin3r balls, whence Issue two 
short stalks laden at their upper extremity with a packet of grains of pollen 
carefully tied up. 


‘ Let us now see what happens when an insect enters the flower. She lands 
on the lower lip, outspread to receive her, and attracted by the scent of the 
nectar, seeks to reach the horn that contains it, right at the back. But the 
passage is purposely very narrow; and the insect’s head, as sh® advances, 
necessarily strikes the stoup. 
ThQ latter, mindful of the least shock, is at 
once ruptured along a convenient line and lays bare the two little balls steep­ 
ed in the viscid fluid. These, coming into immediate contact with the visitor's 
skull, fasten to it and become firmly stuck to it, so that, when the insect leaves 
the flowers, she carries them away and with them, the «two stalks which rise 
from them and which end in the packets of tied-up pollen. We therefore have 
the insect capped with two straight, bottle-shaped horns. 
The unconscious 
artisan of a difficult work now visits a neighboring flower. 
If her horns re­ 
mained stiff, they would simply strike with their pollen masses the other 
pollen masses soaking in the vigilant stoup and no event would spring from 
the pollen mingling with pollen. But here the genius, the experience and the 
foresight of the orchid become apparent. The orchid has minutely calculated 
the time needed for the insect to suck the nectar and repair to the next 
flower and has ascertained that this requires, on an average, thirty seconds. 
We have seen that the packets of pollen are carried on two short stalks insert­ 
ed into the viscid balls. Now at the point of insertion there is, under either 
stalk, a small membranous disk, whose only funption is, at the end of thirty 
seconds, to contract and throw forward the stalks, so that they bend and 
describe an arch of ninety degrees. 
This is the result of a new calculation, 
not of time on this occasion, but of space. The two horns of pollen that cap 
the nuptial messenger are, now horizontal and point in front of her head, so 
that, when she enters the next flower, they will just strike the two welded 
stigmas over which hangs the stoup.—Harper’s for February.

vigorously up and down and sidewise, until the child froths ait the mouth. Then 
chuck. 
To,chuck, extend the fingers of the right hand and strike the child sharply 
in the face, preferably under the chin. 
This may be done with perfect safety, 
to very young children, as they can neither strike back nor, having no teeth, 
bite the tongue. 
Continue until the child temporizes and grows red in the 
face. 
Then fondle as above and repeat ad libitum. 


This rule is for your own children or vice versa. 
For the children of 
others vice versa, add fifty per cent.—-‘The Bohemian,

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‘The Kind of Men Who 


Form the Russian Duma 


B y C h a r l e s . J o h n s t o n . 


HE four hundred members of the Russian Imperial Duma must 


have certain property qualifications. 
They must be able to 


speak Russian, and -they must take the oath of allegiance on 
election. They will draw $5 a day allowance during the session 
of the Duma, and mileage at the rate of two and a half cents a 
mile to and from the capital. As first designed, these members 
were <to be elected in rather a roundabout way. Groups of elec­ 
tors were first to be chosen from three great classes of Russian society: the 
landowners, the village communities, and the municipalities. 
The first ex­ 
tension of this scheme further admitted large numbers of the artisan class; 
ithe- latest development will, it seems, admit everybody, including the army 
and navy. It is worth noting, as showing that Russia is still a vast, sprawling 
village, that of more than four hundred members to be returned to the Duma, 
only twenty-eight will represent cities; six for St. Petersburg; four for Mos­ 
cow. and one each for the following eighteen towns: 
Astrakhan. Kisheneif, 
"Wilna Voronej, Rostoff, Ekaterlnoslay, Kazan, Kieft, Kursk, Riga, Nljni Not* 
go rod/ Orel, Samara, Saratoff, Tula; Kharkoff, Odessa and Yaroslav. Compar« 
this vast rural representation with that of England, where the city and county 
■members exactly counterbalance each other, and we get a measure of the dif­ 
ference between the two nations.—Harper’s Weekly.

one bushel of wheat Fifty cents in 
trade Tvas what one got for begin- 
ning at daylight and grubbing or split- 
ting rails until the sinking sun re- 
minded him to quit his arduous task. 
Farm produce, when salable at all, 
was absurdly low. 
There were no 


markets, only the neighborhood con- 
sumption, and there being little or 
no money everything was barter. Eggs 
went begging at a cent or two a 
dozen, poultry was but little better, 
stock of all kinds at the very low- 
est ebb, and no farmer could hope 
to make profit off any of his produce. 
Merely a living, as the result of days 
devoted to toil and nights devoid of 
ease, was the best that could be an- 
ticipated by millions of pioneer farm- 
ers in "the good old days." 
Some 


sentiment still lingers about these 
times, we recall with interest many 
of the romantic and Tragic incidents, 
but we hardly think any of our farm- 
er readers would care to be trans- 
ported back, except in fancy, to the 
period which did not fully end until

In the Fourteenth Century Land Wat 
Ridiculously Cheap in iVIerry Eng- 
land—What Is Really Meant by Thii 
Talk oT the "Good Old Times." 


Had you lived in the fourteenth cen- 
tury you could have bought draught 
horses at 72 cents each and oxen at 
$1.25. 
In the days of Henry II.» $50 
would hifve equipped a farm 
with 
three draught horses, half a dozen 
oxen, twenty cows and 200 sheep, leav- 
.ng a balance of $2 toward the pay- 
ment of rent, vrhich 'was about $5 a 
year. 
In England pasture and arable 
land5 were ridiculously cheap, 2 cents 
an acre for the farmer atid 12 cents 
an acre for the latter "being consider- 
ed a fair annual rental. 
Two cents 
or its equivalent would buy a pair of 
clilckens in these hlessed days of old. 
For the value of a nick-el one could 
acquire a goose fit for Christmas din- 
ner or two ducks that would make 
a fine roast. A penny would purchase 
a dozen strictly fresh eggs, and wheat 
fell sometimes as low as 40 cents a 
quarter, or eight bushels. 
This per- 
iod seems to have been the paradise 
of topers, as the brewer was compelled 
by law to sell for 2 cents three gal- 
lons of beer, the equivalent of forty- 
eight glasses. 
It will give our mod- 
ern labor unions the cold shivers to 
read that 3 cents a day was consid- 
ered good wages for an ordinary la- 
borer. 


Our farmers will probably hea\"e a 
sigh of sympathy when they 
learn 
that e-s^n at harvest time 4 cents was 
the highest amount expect6d. 
Young 
couples about to marry had no such 
terrors before their eyes as confront 
them in this era of prosperity. House- 
keeping might safely be entered upon 
by the most timorous in those "good 
old days." 
House rent was so low 
that the Lord Mayor of London paid 
only $4.80 a year to his landlord. 


The Chancellor of the British ex- 
chequer, the man who does the work 
of our 
Secretary 
of the 
Treasury, 
had an annual salary of $192. 
When 
a father sent his son to a university 
four cents a day was looked upon as 
a comfortable allowance, vnth 
a mar- 
gin for such luxuries as wine at S 
to 12 cents a gallon. A salary of $24 
a year was 
considered 
munificent. 
King Edward VL gave his daughter 
an allowance of $4.80 a week, with 
an additional $247.00 a year for the 
maintenance of her eight 
servants. 
The bed that a king then slept on 
would now he shunned hy the hum- 
blest farmer in the land. 
There is 
not a renter in the West that would 
not be considered rich hy comparison. 
Remember, too, that they had no rail- 
roads in those days or decent roads 
of any kind. 
A trip of a few hun- 
dred miles was a momentous under- 
taking, and a man setting out from 
London to Edinburgh made his wi41 
with little hope of getting back. 
Of 
course, there were no interurbans, or 
street 
cars, 
or 
even 
canals, 
and 
wheeled vehicles were entirely out of 
the reach of any t)ut the aristocracy. 


But it is not necessary to go back

down to the ninMeenth century and 
to our own country ana see how peo- 
ple lived much Iocs than a hundred 
years ago. 
Many men now living re- 
member when one had to work all 
day at the hardest kind of work for 
one hushel of wheat. 
Fifty cents in 
trade 'was what one got for begin- 
ning at daylight and grubbing or split- 
ting rails until the smking sun re- 
minded him to quit his arduous task. 
Farm produce, when salable at all, 
was absurdly low. 
There were no 
markets, onlj' the neighborhood con- 
sumption, and there being little or 
no money everything was barter. Eggs 
went begging at a cent or two a 
dozen, poultry was but little better, 
Btock of all kinds at the very low- 
est ebb, and no farmer could hope 
to make profit off any of his produce. 
Merely a living, as the result of days 
devoted to toll and nights devoid of 
ease, 'was the best that could be an- 
ticipated by millions of pioneer farm- 
ers in "the good old days." 
Some 
sentiment 
still lingers about 
those 
times, we recall with interest many 
of the romantic and tragic incidents, 
but we hardly think any of our farm- 
er readers would care to be trans- 
ported back, except in fancy, to the 
period which did not fully end until 
the last century was more than half 
over. 
"The good old times" are well 
enough for the ixjets, the writers of 
historical novels and 
the 
^ancient 
dames who croon in the corners of 
the 'blessed days of 
linsey-.woolsey 
dresses, peans suits, 'corduroy roads 
and open cabin doors. 
As for our-. 
selves we prefer the present, despite 
its graft and greed, its selfishness and 
its sordidness, for at least It has re- 
vlaced penury with plenty, depriva- 
tions of all kinds with innumerable 
copforts, ^nd has changed

ture from a groveling calling to the 
happiest and most prosperous of the

Loni-s L. Mawbray, curator of the 
Bermuda Museum of Natural 
Hist- 
ory, win visit (the -Sni'l'thisonian Insti- 
tution, In Washington, for the purpose 
of exh-ibi'tinig' to the experts there sev- 
eral skeleton« 
of 
¡an 
extincft bird, 
which he had the good fortune to ifind 
in a recently discovered* cave in Ber- 
muda. 


This bird, thait hais failed bo get a 
place in the "Who's Who" of feathered 
folk of modern times, was many hund- 
red yejars aig-o known as the cahaw, 
from the ipecuiiar noise it made, and. 
while It wois web footed, id had a 
beak very 'Similar to that of the hawk. 
It was supposed to be a cave dweller 
and to have the habits of an owl, inas- 
much as it was never seen or heard 
except at night. 


When white men first set foot on 
Bermuda 'there were tradition« among 
the natives of the cahaw, that had 
disappeared many generations before 
•the time oif 'tihe hoariest inhabitant, 
and for miore than a hundi^d years 
-scientists ;bave been diis-puthig among 
themselves as to whether is-uch a bird 
ever existed. 
Mr. Miawbray believes 
he has settled the question.

is said to have the appearance of real 
silk. 
The pulp undergoes a chemieal 
process, and is pressed through very 
fine tubes by hydraulic pressure, form- 
ing the siugle strands which go to make 
up the thread.

then© is qndte as muoh interest in the 
cave where the skeletons were found 
as In the bones themselves.

In one spot he found several fea-thers 
completely encased in calcl'te, whiclm 
so far as he knows, a.re the only s-pcci 
mens of the kind in the worild.

of the bones wore encrusted in the 
calciite and all were in a good state 
cf preservation. 
The bird, according 
to the feaithers found, wars white be- 
low and i'ts back and wing3 v/ere of 
a ru-sset color.

in thart way.

the presenit ent- 
rance to the cave is a jagged almost 
perpend/lcular hole down tjiiirou-gih the 
rock, and jthat the immense chamber 
and "'lake were 150 feet below 
the 
surface. 
He was sure »that the birds 
never entered the cave through tha;t 
hole. The lake is -about 350 feet ^ong 
by 150 feet wide, and the caverij is 
dome shaped and a place of dazzling 
beauty v/hen the cryj'tal v/alls aire 
reA^ealed by ta strong light.

In the Fourteenth Century Land Wat 
Ridiculously Cheap In Merry Eng­ 
land—What is Really Meant by This 
Talk of the “Good Old Times.” 
Had you lived in the fourteenth cen­ 
tury you could have bought draught 
horses at 72 cents each and oxen at 
$1.25. 
In the days of Henry II., $50 
would harve equipped a farm with 
three draught horses, half a dozen 
oxen, twenty cows and 200 sheep, leav­ 
ing a balance of $2 toward the pay­ 
ment of rent, which «was about $5 a 
year. 
In England pasture and arable 
lands were ridiculously cheap, 2 cents 
an acre for the farmer and 12 cents 
an acre for the latter being consider­ 
ed a fair annual rental. 
Two cents 
or its equivalent would buy a pair of 
chickens in these blessed days of old. 
For the value of a nickel one could 
acquire a goose fit for Christmas din­ 
ner or two ducks that would make 
a fine roast. A penny would purchase 
a dozen strictly fresh eggs, and wheat 
fell sometimes as low as 40 cents a 
quarter, or eight bushels. 
This per­ 
iod seems to have been the paradise 
of topers, as the brewer was compelled 
by law to sell for 2 cents three gal­ 
lons of beer, the equivalent of forty- 
eight glasses. 
It will give our mod­ 
ern labor unions the cold shivers to 
read that 3 cents a day was consid­ 
ered good wages for an ordinary la­ 
borer. 


Our farmers will probably heave a 
sigh of sympathy when they 
learn 
that even at harvest time 4 cents was 
the highest amount expected. Young 
couples about to marry had no such 
terrors before their eyes as confront 
them in this era of prosperity. House­ 
keeping might safely be entered upon 
by the most timorous in those ‘‘good 
old days.” 
House rent was so low 
that the Lord Mayor of London paid 
only $4.80 a year to his landlord. 


The Chancellor of the British ex­ 
chequer, the man who does the work 
of our Secretary of the Treasury, 
had an annual salary of $192. When 
a father sent his son to a university 
four cents a day was looked upon as 
a comfortable allowance, with a mar­ 
gin for such luxuries as wine at S 
to 12 cents a gallon. A salary of $24 
a year was 
considered 
munificent. 
King Edward VI. gave his daughter 
an allowance of $4.80 a week, with 
an additional $247.00 a year for the 
maintenance of her eight servants. 
The bed that a king then slept on 
would now be shunned by the hum­ 
blest farmer in the land. 
There is 
not a renter in the West that would 
not be considered rich by comparison. 
Remember, too, that they had no rail­ 
roads in those days or decent roads 
of any kind. 
A trip of a few hun­ 
dred miles was a momentous under­ 
taking, and a man setting out from 
London to Edinburgh made his wttl 
with little hope of getting back. 
Of 
course, there were no interurbans, or 
street 
cars, 
or 
even 
cana'ls, 
and 
wheeled vehicles were entirely out of 
the reach of any but the aristocracy. 


But it is not necessary to go back 
to the fourteenth century or to Eng­ 
land to find out wiliat was meant by 
“the good old times." 
Come along 
down to the ninMeenth century and 
to our own country ana see how peo­ 
ple lived much lees than a hundred 
years ago. 
Many men now living re­ 
member when one had to work all 
day at the hardest kind of work for 
one bushel of wheat. 
Fifty cents in 
trade 'was what one got for begin­ 
ning at daylight and grubbing or split­ 
ting rails until the sinking sun re­ 
minded him to quit his arduous task. 
Farm produce, when salable at all, 
was absurdly low. 
There were no 
markets, only the neighborhood con­ 
sumption, and there being little or 
no money everything was barter. Eggs 
went begging at a cent or two a 
dozen, poultry was but little better, 
stock of all kinds at the very low­ 
est ebb, and no farmer could hope 
to make profit off any of his produce. 
Merely a living, as the result of days 
devoted to toil and nights devoid of 
ease, 'was the best that could be an­ 
ticipated by millions of pioneer farm­ 
ers in “the good old days/* 
Some 
sentiment still lingers about those 
times, we recall with interest many 
of the romantic and tragic incidents, 
but we hardly think any of our farm­ 
er readers would care to be trans­ 
ported back, except in fancy, to the 
period wthich did not fully end until 
the last century was more than half 
over. 
“The good old times” are well 
enough for the poets, the writers of 
historical novels and 
the 
^ancient 
dames who croon in the corners of 
the blessed days of 
linsey-woolsey 
dresses, jeans suits, "corduroy roads 
and open cabin doors. 
As /or our*, 
selves we prefer the present, despite 
its graft and greed, its selfishness and 
its sordidness, for at least it has re­ 
placed penury with plenty, depriva­ 
tions of all kinds with innumerable 
co/nforts, £ind has changed agricul­ 
ture from a groveling calling to the 
happiest and most prosperous of the 
profession.—The American Farmer.

The major constituent of glass «is 
sand, which form« from 52 to 65 nor 
emit of the mass oi thé original mixt­ 
ure, or from GO to 75 «per cent, of tho 
finished produ-ct. 
To the sand is duo 
tho absence of cotor, the transparency, 
brilliancy and hardness of glass. That 
is, the quality of 
glass depends 
chiefly on the quality of the sand. To 
the producer, the physical conditions 
affecting quarrying and mining, tho 
amount of sand available, and the lo­ 
cation of the deposits with respect to 
transportation route and markets, are 
as important as ’is the quality of the 
sand. 


Pennsylvania is first in tho manu« 
facture of glaiss, Indiana second, and 
Ohio 
third. 
Indiana «produces less 
»than 1 per cent, of the glass sand 
used in thc state, the remainder being 
obtained largely (from the Fox River, 
111., district, and the Klondike, Mo. 
district. 
All the sand that can bo 
produced of sufficient purity even for 
green and amber bottles finds a ready 
market at good prices. 
No large de­ 
posits of sandstone are known in In­ 
diana that have the purity of the &t. 
Peter sandstone, so abundamt farther 
west. 
Ohio produces but little over 
9 »per cent, of the glass sand used in 
‘the state. 
A large part of this, how­ 
ever, .passes firom the eastern part of 
Ohio to factories in Western Penn­ 
sylvania, and a corresponding amount 
is brought in from other States, es­ 
pecially West Virginia and Illinois, at 
notably 
higher 
prices.—New 
York 
Globe.

The Czar was in Vienna, One had to 
stand watch in hand not to miss the 
historic moment. Out in the suburbs, 
whore Vienna is already Greater Vi­ 
enna, the Czar of all 
the 
Kusslas 
stepped hastily and timidly from his 
carefully disguised saloon carriage and 
drove betwedn thousands of soldiers 
and policemen, who hardly left room 
for a thin line of spectators, to Schon- 
brunn, where he strengthened himself 
at luncheon for his departure. 
Then 
away, again, between sabres, rifles and 
bayonets to another railway station, 
away to the hunting district of JMurz- 
steg, where gendarmes and detective* 
awaited with quaking hearts the ar­ 
rival of one of the richest and might­ 
iest rulers of this world, whose life is 
so hard to protect. 


Some weeks ago another mighty 
King came to Vienna, a counterpart of 
the ruler who had just driven by—King 
Edward VII. of England. The masses 
streamed to the railway station to see 
the interesting guest. Through a thick 
crowd of human beings waving wel­ 
come, a crowd not squeezed against the 
walls by soldiers, 
this King 
drove 
through the streets of our city to Ilof- 
burg. He went everywhere, freely and 
fearlessly; he even allowed himself 
visits to the Jockey Club, not included 
in the program, and suited his acts to 
his mood, as though he were an ordi­ 
nary mortal. 


Then came the Emperor William. 
Vienna greeted him alfco heartily in her 
streets.

EXTINCT CAHAW FOUND. 


Curator of Bermuda Museum Discov­ 
ers Skeletons With Hawk Beak. 


Louis L. Mawbray, curator of the 
Bermuda Museum of Natural Hist­ 
ory, wilfl visit «the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution, 1n Washington, for the purpose 
of exhibiting to the experts there sev­ 
eral skeletons 
of tan 
extinct bird, 
which he had the good fortune to ‘find 
in a recently discovered* cave in Ber­ 
muda. 


This bird, that liais failed bo get a 
place in the 44Who’s Who” of feathered 
folk of modern times, was many hund­ 
red years ago known as the cahaw, 
from the »peculiar noise it made, and, 
while it was web footed, it had ft 
beak very similar to that of the hawk. 
It was supposed to be a cave dweller 
and to have the habits of an owl, inas­ 
much as it was never seen or heard 
except at night. 


When white men first set foot on 
Bermuda 'there were traditions among 
the natives of the cahaw, that had 
disappeared ¡many generations before 
the time oif *ùhe hoariest inhabitant, 
and for moire than a hundred years 
scientists have been disputing among 
themselves as 'to whether such a bird 
ever existed. 
Mr. Miawbray believes 
he has settled the question. 


To all except expert ornithologists 
there is quite as much interest In the 
cave where the skeletons were found 
as in »the bones themselves. 
The 
cave was discovered last January by 
some negro boys, who bjf means of 
ropes let themselves down into a hole 
they foand in a sipot of waste land 
and came upon a great chamber with 
(gleaming white walls and a lake of 
ice eold water. They were in search 
of stalactite crystal« and 
reported 
that they had icaind them in great 
abundance. 


Mir. Mawbiruy became interested in
